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Banned driver is 
caught 9 times

A MAN with eight previous 
convictions for driving while 
disqualified has escaped a prison 
sentence for yet another ident¬ 
ical offence. 

Gary Jolly of Dunsey Wood Close, 
Haverhill, admitted charges of 
driving while disqualified and 
driving with no insurance when he 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds magi¬ 
strates court on Tuesday 

The 30-year-old also admitted careless 
driving and committing an offence in breach 
of a conditional discharge imposed for a 
theft offence. 

Sarah Jane Atkins, prosecuting, told the 
court Jolly was seen driving in May by police 
officers who knew he was disqualified. He 
drove off at speed, mounted the kerb and 
ended up in some bushes before being 
arrested. 

Mrs Atkins said Jolly was “no stranger to 
the courts” and said his “lengthy record” 
included eight convictions for driving while 
disqualified. The last was in 2007 when he 
was given a suspended prison sentence for 
driving again after being banned in 2005 for 
dangerous driving. 

When stopped earlier this year he was still 
disqualified and had to take an extended test 
before his licence could be renewed.

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Charity walk 
funds donated

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£4.6m force eye in the sky has taken off 


A HIGH-tech £4.6million 
helicopter is now patrolling 
the skies over Suffolk. 

Suffolk Constabulary has a 
new EC 135 aircraft, launched 
on Monday, which is fitted 
with high-definition daylight 
and thermal imaging cameras. 

The force’s latest addition 
replaces the previous heli¬ 


copter, which has been in 
service for nine years. 

Over that period, it had 
located 325 missing people, 
attended over 12,440 incidents 
and recovered £4,850,010 
worth of property. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said: “The helicopter plays a 
crucial role in helping to make 


Suffolk an even safer place to 
live, work and visit. 

“It is essential that we 
maintain an up-to-date and 
efficient air support service 
and the new helicopter will 
ensure we continue to provide 
the high level of service people 
deserve.” 

The new aircraft was bought 


with a £1.8million grant from 
the Home Office and the 
trade-in of the previous one. 

New laws forbid the use of a 
single pilot aircraft flying at 
night without a full autopilot, 
which meant the force’s old 
helicopter would have been 
illegal to use by 2010. 


Over the last six years the walk has 
raised £20,000 for Addenbrooke’s 
causes, £20,000 for Bartlow St Mary’s 
Church and £10,000 for Linton 
Health Centre - a grand total of 
£50,000. 

A spokesman for the walk said: 
“The presentation evening was also a 
chance to thank the many volunteers 
who helped make the event happen 
as well as applauding the generous 
contributions of local companies and 
the huge number of individuals who 
sponsored the walkers. 

“Four prize winners for ‘most 
sponsorship’ this year each raised 
between £310 and £540 - a total of 
£1,670 between them. 

“Prominent amongst the vol¬ 
unteers are the young men and 
women of 2523 Linton Squadron, Air 
Training Corps, based at Linton 
Village College, and their leaders, to 
whom we owe a huge vote of thanks 
for marshalling the route so eff¬ 
iciently and for being so dependable 
in their support, year on year.”

Car litter louts are targeted 
in councils’ joint campaign 


LITTER bugs who toss 
rubbish out of their cars are 
being targeted in a new 
campaign by two councils in 
Suffolk. 

As part of their on-going 
No Excuses campaign, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Forest Heath 
District Council have 
teamed up with Keep Britain 
Tidy to tackle the problem 
of drivers chucking rubbish 
from their vehicles. 

The Northstreet Jet 
garage in Manor Road, 
Haverhill, was one of those 
supporting the campaign to 
remind motorists of their 
responsibilities by handing 
out free car tidy bags. 

The Highways Agency 
estimates that 700,000 


bags of rubbish are 
collected from motorways 
and trunk roads every year. 
A total of 16 tonnes has 
been collected from the 33- 
kilometre section of the A14 
and All in St Edmundsbury 
and Forest Heath over the 
past year. 

People will also be asked 
to report incidents of 
littering from vehicles on 
the Keep Britain Tidy 
website at www.keepbritain 
tidy.org 

This information will go 
on a database and used to 
analyse trends in littering 
from vehicles. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, 
chairman of the Joint Waste 
Committee said: "Other 
spaces that we sit in for any 


time have places to put 
litter: waste bins in the 
office and sitting room for 
example. But not cars. 
These free car tidy bags 
give people the idea of 
equipping their vehicles 
with a container that can be 
correctly disposed of at the 
end of a journey. So there 
are no excuses for the 
unpleasantness of litter 
thrown from cars.” 

Phil Barton, Keep Britain 
Tidy chief executive, said: 
“Dropping litter from a car 
is disgusting and makes our 
roadsides look like a 
dumping ground. We want 
to encourage motorists and 
their passengers to take 
their litter home rather than 
hurling it on our roads.”

A CHALLENGE to help keep 
young people safe on the roads is 
being issued to drivers across 
West Suffolk at an open day next 
month. 

The Drive and Survive event, to test 
their driving skills and educate them 
about hazards on the roads, is being held 
at the Arc shopping centre in Bury St 
Edmunds on Saturday, August 1, between 
10am and 4pm. 

Suffolk Constabulary is joining with 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue and Suffolk 
County Council, road contractor Atkins, 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists and BikeSafe to promote safer 
driving with simulators, quizzes and a 
media screen showing films on road 
safety. 

Between lanuary 2008 and May this 
year, 49 drivers aged between 16 and 24 
years old were killed or seriously injured 
on Suffolk roads, with 19 further passen¬ 
gers in this age group. 

Sergeant Clare Mowson, of the Bury 
roads policing unit, who organised the 
day, said: “This event is aimed at in¬ 
creasing young people’s awareness of safe 
driving practices, by using fun and 
informative displays alongside advice 
from professionals. I am hopeful that this 
event will help to reduce casualties within 
this higher risk driving group.” 

Tesco, Paperchase and HMV are spon¬ 
soring the event with local shops helping 
to promote the event and people can turn 
up on the day, but invites have also gone 
out to members of the US Air Force based 
at RAF Mildenhall and RAF Lakenheath, 
as well as to local Polish and Portuguese 
communities, with translators on hand to 
assist at the event. 

For motorcyclists there will be a Yamaha 
R1 on display. A police officer represent¬ 
ing Suffolk BikeSafe will be available to 
offer advice. 

Sgt Mowson said: “We want to speak to 
as many people as we can. The majority of 
people shopping or socialising in Bury 
will use the roads across West Suffolk on a 
regular basis. 

“Whilst we want to specifically speak to 
younger drivers and motorcyclists, I 
would encourage everyone to take a 
moment to think before they get behind 
the wheel of a car or onto a motorcycle 
and think about safer driving. 

“Reducing casualties is a priority for 
Suffolk police and our RoadSafe partners 
and we are working hard to drive down 
the number of serious and fatal road 
traffic collisions on the county’s roads.”

Michael Watley, for 
Jolly, accepted that 
his client had “a 
quite atrocious rec¬ 
ord” but said he had 
already been to 
prison, which app¬ 
eared to have done 
no good. 

He said Jolly was a 
carer for his disabled 
sister and his poorly 
mother and had 
driven in what he 
regarded as an 
emergency situation, 
to get a key to restart 
the electricity supply 
for the family. He 
had only driven a 
few hundred yards 
before he was stop¬ 
ped. 

Jolly was released 
from prison last April 
and had not been 
involved in any more 
drug-related offen¬ 
ces, was voluntarily 
attending a drug 
advisory service and 
found some garden¬ 
ing work, Mr Watley 
said. 

“He had demon¬ 
strated a willingness 
to co-operate and if 
given the opport¬ 
unity can put his 
past behind him and 
become a reasonable 
member of society. 
There hope for this 
young man.” 

Jolly was made the 
subject of an 18- 
month community 
order, combined 
with a supervision 
order and a six- 
month drug rehab¬ 
ilitation require¬ 
ment. He must also 
complete 80 hours of 
unpaid work and is 
banned from driving 
for 18 months, with a 
requirement that he 
take an extended 
driving test before he 
gets his licence back. 

He was also fined 
£100 for having no 
insurance, £100 for 
careless driving and 
£75 costs. His cond¬ 
itional discharge will 
continue to run until 
September.

A BLIND MAN who is 
waiting to be assessed for 
a guide dog stole a charity 
box from a newsagents 
shop to get money to buy 
his friend some shoes.

She said: “This is a despicable 
offence, particularly as if he is 
going to have a guide dog, he 
will be relying on people’s 
charity. His form is not exactly 
pleasant reading.”

Rosalind Clarke, prosecuting, 
said the defendant was in the 
Martin McColl newsagents in 
June with another man, who 
distracted the shop assistant 
while McNicholl stole the 
charity box. 

Declan Gallagher, for 
McNicholl, said his client had 
an extremely complex and 
tragic background, which 
including losing a wife and child 
in the tsunami and another 
child to cancer. He had taken 
the charity box to buy his 
friends some trainers from a 
charity shop.

Warning goes 
out after fines 


A CLEAR warning has been 
sent to people who fly tip 
and abandon vehicles, 
following three successful 
prosecutions by St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil. 

Richard Devonshire, of Cavend¬ 
ish Court, Haverhill, pleaded guilty 
to dumping waste on private land 
and was given a one-year 
conditional discharge as well as a 
fine of £235 for costs incurred by 
the landowner for clearing the 
waste and £250 to St Edmundsbury 
towards the cost of the invest¬ 
igation. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council cabinet 
member and portfolio holder for 
environment, said: “Fly-tipping is a 
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crime, it causes some landowners 
unnecessary inconvenience and is 
a blight on the landscape. This 
prosecution should give a clear 
message that if you fly-tip in the 
borough then you could be 
prosecuted and fined.” 

The council also brought 
successful prosecutions for two 
offences of abandoning a motor 
vehicle. 

Scott Thornton, of Skeaping 
Close, Newmarket, pleaded guilty 
and was fined £200, with a costs 
contribution of £400 and a victim 
surcharge of £15. Denis Robinson, 
of Willow Close, Haverhill, who 
also pleaded guilty, received a six- 


month conditional discharge and 
was ordered to pay a £25 contri¬ 
bution to the costs. 

Last year the council successfully 
prosecuted six others for fly¬ 
tipping. 

The council received 324 reports 
of vehicles being abandoned last 
year, of which 113 were removed. 
Owners face a recovery charge of 
£105 and a storage charge of £12 
per day to get their vehicles 
returned. If they fail to make 
contact with the council, the 
vehicles are disposed off and fixed 
penalty fines of £200 are issued 
against the registered keeper. 

Anyone witnessing a fly-tip, or 
finding illegally deposited waste in 
the borough, should contact Waste 
Management on (01284) 757320, so 
the incident can be investigated. 


Man injured in attack by five men 


A MAN walking past a 
petrol station in the early 
hours of the morning was 
attacked and injured by a 
group of five men.

Pensioner cleared by jury 
of charges involving girls 


A PENSIONER accused of 
indecent assaults on young 
girls has been acquitted of 
all charges by a jury after 
four days of deliberation. 

Carl Williams, 68, was 
found not guilty of 17 
offences, including 14 of 
sexual assault, two of sexual 
touching and one of att¬ 
empted rape, involving four 
separate girls. 

Williams, of Castle Walk, 
Haverhill, had pleaded not 


guilty to all the charges. He 
said the allegations by the 
girls, now in their teens, two 
of whom gave evidence via 
a video link - were untrue 
and they had made up lies 
about him. 

Earlier in the trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court, Jo- 
anne Eley, prosecuting, said 
it was alleged the offences 
had been committed in the 
Haverhill area and in Fel¬ 
ixstowe between 2002 and 


2007. It was alleged that 
Williams told the girls that 
the assaults were “part of 
growing up” and also warn¬ 
ed them not to tell anyone 
else about his behaviour. 

The court was told 
Williams was arrested after 
one of the girls began 
having sex education 
lessons at her school and 
told a school nurse about 
what she said Williams had 
done to her.

Call for staff to get stab vests 



Knife fears: ambulance crews should have 
stab vests, says their union. 


THE region’s ambulance ser¬ 
vice is being urged to give stab 
vests to all frontline staff 
following a rise in threats and 
assaults against them. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS) currently issues stab 
vests only to Essex staff for “cross- 
border responses” into London. 

But trade union Unison wants the 
vests issued across the East, giving 
protection for crews in counties such 
as Cambridgeshire. 

EEAS figures show the number of 
threatened or actual incidents of 
violence against staff rose from 77 in 
2006/07 to 107 in 2008/09. 

Unison has served the EEAS with

an 'improvement notice’, calling in 
the Health and Safety Executive to 
assess whether the vests are needed. 

Kevin Risley, secretary of Unison’s 
EEAS branch, said: “The level of 
violence towards our crews is on the 
increase. Everybody’s priority should 
be prevention rather than cure.” 

EEAS figures show threatened or 
actual incidents involving a knife 
rose from two in 2006/07 to five in 
2008/09. 

But Mr Risley highlighted the 
higher figure of general assaults and 
said more of these could involve 


knives in future years. 

The trust’s health and safety 
committee “has assessed the risks of 
incidents involving knives at 
medium to low”, according to papers 
for a recent board meeting. 

The trust is looking at three 
options - issuing stab vests to all 
frontline staff, withdrawing them 
from Essex or using the Essex vests 
until they pass the replacement date 
with no more issued. 

A trust spokeswoman said no 
decision had been taken. 

The London Ambulance Service is 
the only one of the UK’s 14 
ambulance trusts to provide stab 
vests universally, according to papers 
for a recent EEAS board meeting. 
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Credit union

RESIDENTS in Haverhill have taken the 
chance to save with a new credit union in 
the town which has just welcomed its 
100th customer. 

Maria Mitchell, co-ordinator of the 
Haverhill branch of the Ipswich and 
Suffolk Credit Union, welcomed her 100th 
saver and hopes that still more people will 
use the facility to help handle their money 
better. 

Previous surveys showed that Haverhill 
was bottom of six areas in Suffolk for 
levels of people with savings. 

The credit union is a financial co¬ 
operative which helps members to save 
safely, budget ahead and obtain fair loans 
if needed. Its aim is to help people in the 
local area, especially those with low 
income who are finding it difficult to open 
a bank account or who do not use 
mainstream banking for various reasons.

“A lot of people are on holiday and 
the schools are breaking up and we 
are very short on supplies. 

“Usually we give out four or five 
boxes a week, but it can sometimes be 
as many as eight or 10 or even more. 

“We have had some lovely letters 
from people thanking us for helping 


them through a bad patch and that is 
what it is all about. 

“One woman’s fiance was made 
redundant just after Christmas and 
there is often a delay in people 
receiving benefits. The benefits people 
are really snowed under.”

Rifle 
man Is 
sent to 
prison

AN ALCOHOLIC who pointed a 
loaded air rifle at homes from a 
nearby car park has been sent to 
prison for three months. 

Matthew Stiebrins, 27, was arrested by 
police after failing to turn up in court to be 
sentenced last week. 

District Judge Samantha Leigh imposed a 
12-week prison sentence after hearing that 
he had previously failed to see the probation 
service so that a pre-sentence report could 
be prepared and that he had also breached 
previous orders. 

She told him: “You have five breaches 
which clearly shows me you don’t want to 
comply with reports or orders. You have 
been running your life so that nothing else 
matters except for you having a drink. 

“Even if you did not intend to fire the 
weapon, they go off easily and especially 
when you are intoxicated. 

“You have not done anything to help 
yourself and if you carry on in the way that 
you are, the sentences will just keep getting 
longer. It is entirely up to you.” 

Rosalind Clarke, prosecuting, said 
Stiebrins was seen by witnesses in a car park 
at Haverhill around 4pm on June 1 holding a 
rifle and pointing it at houses. 

Police firearms officers arrested Stiebrins 
and found the weapon warm and loaded 
with a pellet, although he denied firing it. 

He was charged with possessing a loaded 
air weapon in a public place. 

Declan Gallagher, for Stiebrins, said he 
denied pointing the weapon at houses and 
had tried to get to court on the previous 
occasion but had no transport. He claimed 
he had not received a letter with an 
appointment to see the probation service. 


Police chief hits 
out at bad drivers 

A MOTHER who claimed she was too 
busy watching her children eat in the 
car to check her speed has angered 
Cambridgeshire’s chief constable. 

Julie Spence hit out at the driver’s 
“incredible” behaviour in her latest 
podcast and said while a recent crack¬ 
down on drink driving had caught fewer 
people, perhaps police campaigns 
needed to be tougher. 

Mrs Spence said: “Perhaps our cam¬ 
paigns need to be tougher, perhaps our 
public education programmes about the 
dangers of drinking and driving need to 
be more explicit. 

“Clearly there are even some drivers 
who have no idea how fast they are going 
- like the woman stopped in a recent 
campaign who used the excuse that she 
was concentrating on her children not 
spilling their food in the car. 

“Incredible - and almost as astonish¬ 
ing is another driver who stopped to tell 
officers that they hadn’t caught her this 
time because she was obeying the limit.”

1 Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
Q unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Pj Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Pj Take down curtains. 

Pj Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Pj Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Pj Turn off electric appliances. 

Pj Disconnect cooker. 

Pj Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Pj Turn off water. 

Pj Read gas meter. 

Pj Read electricity meter. 

Pj Secure all windows. 

Pj Lock all doors. 

J Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

S LUMPED on 
the stairs, heart 
pounding and 
legs like jelly, Jeff 
Gerrard couldn’t 
move. 

For a fit and healthy 
27-year-old, it was a 
terrifying experience - 
which marked the 
beginning of a 30-year 
battle with ME. 

“There have been 
times when I physically 
couldn’t get out of bed, 
times when just taking a 
shower felt like a dream,” 
explains Jeff, now 56. 

“Being totally honest, 
there have been times 
when I felt suicidal. I felt 
like this thing was 
destroying me and 
destroying my life ... I 
felt there was no way out. 
And that was too much to 
bear.” 

ME - myalgic 
encephalomyelitis - is 
also known as Chronic 
Fatigue Syndrome. A 
chronic and debilitating 
illness, it affects an 
estimated 250,000 people 
in the UK, 22,000 in the 
East of England alone. 

A neurological 
condition, it has many 
and varied symptoms, 
from joint pain and 
headaches to problems 
with sleeping and eating. 
The cause of ME is 
unknown. And there is no 
cure. 

Sitting in the office of 


A successful business with a new life ahead in the States, 
Jeff Gerrard suddenly became very ill. He tells ALICE 
RYAN how it took years for his condition to be diagnosed 
and how ME has had a devastating affect on his life 


his Huntingdon home, 
reclining in an easy chair, 
it’s clear that every day 
life is a real battle for Jeff. 

“Just doing this 
interview will really take 
it out of me,” he explains. 
“I’ll have to be really kind 
to myself for the rest of 
the day; I’ll probably go 
to bed. But I’ve learned - 
the hard way - to listen 
very carefully to my body. 
If I don’t, there will 
always be consequences. 

“What can I say? Life’s 
a bitch and then you die,” 
adds Jeff, with a laugh. 
“But there’s no point 
sitting here thinking my 
glass is half empty: it’s 
half full. There are so 
many people out there 
who are worse off than I 
am. 

“I had a mate with 
multiple sclerosis. He 
died - it killed him. I’m 
still alive. And, when I 
have a bad day, I can tell 
myself that things will get 
better, that I will get back 
some of my life. You can’t 
just give up.” 

Jeff chose to share his 
story because he wants to 
raise awareness and 


acceptance of ME. Until 
recently, the condition 
wasn’t recognised: it took 
Jeff more than 16 years to 
get a formal diagnosis. 

“Not having a 
diagnosis is a killer. It 
really is,” says Jeff. “You 
think it could be a brain 
tumour, it could be 
something fatal. Or you 
think the thing that will 
definitely screw with 
your head - that it could 
all be in your mind.” 

When Jeff first fell ill he 
was on a family holiday 
in Florida with his wife 
Valerie and young son 
James. A successful 
businessman, working in 
the electronics industry, 
he had just decided to 
emigrate to the United 
States to start a new job 
and a new life. 

“For two to three weeks 
before we left I had 
gastroenteritis,” explains 
Jeff. “But, being me, I 
worked on through it. I 
didn’t even slow down, 
really. I thought of myself 
as indestructible: my 
body was a machine that 
never let me down.” 

But then, a matter of 
days into the holiday, Jeff 


collapsed. Walking back 
to the hotel one night, 
after a meal in a 
restaurant, his heart 
began to race, he felt 
dizzy and faint and his 
legs went from under 
him. With Valerie’s help, 
he made it back to the 
hotel where he slumped 
on a staircase, unable to 
move for almost three 
hours. 

“It’s like being 
paralysed,” explains Jeff. 
“You have absolutely no 
physical energy. When I 
tried to move my heart 
started hammering and 
my breathing was 
laboured. Even to move a 
little bit involved so 
much effort, it was like 
climbing a mountain. 

“Nothing like that had 
ever happened to me 
before so it was a bit of a 
shock.” 

A doctor was called 
and he suspected heat 
stroke. When he woke the 
next day, Jeff says he felt 
tired, but assumed he 
was better - and so 
carried on as normal. By 
that afternoon, he had 
collapsed again. 

“That’s when it dawned 
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reader offers - check out next week's 
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on me that it wasn’t over,” 
adds Jeff. “In fact, that 
was only the beginning.” 

The family moved to 
Los Angeles as planned. 
Jeff found the job of his 
dreams. It should, he 
says, have been a 
wonderful and exciting 
time. 

But, as the months 
went by, Jeff’s health 
failed to improve: he was 
rushed into A and E 
numerous times, in the 
wake of yet another 
collapse. 

Forced to quit work, 
the young dad was 
desperate to find out 
what was wrong. After 
endless tests, which left 
him “feeling like a pin 
cushion”, doctors still 
drew a blank. 

And no treatment 
seemed to help: over the 
last 29 years, Jeff has tried 
everything from light 
therapy and faith healing 
to aura cleansing and 
aromatherapy. 

In the end, he and 
Valerie decided to leave 
America for her native 
Canada, where she 
became the breadwinner. 
Jeff took a part-time job 
to help make ends meet 
but, at times, even that 
was a struggle. 

“My wife is one in a 
million,” adds Jeff. “She 
was working, looking 
after our son and looking 
after me. Without her, I 
don’t think I would have 
survived.” 

Little by little, thanks to 
plenty of rest, Jeff’s 
condition began to 
improve. Always 
ambitious, he threw his 
renewed energy into his 
career: after winning a 
job with a recording 
studio, he again set up 
his own business. 

Then, in the late 1980s, 
he, Valerie and James 
returned to England 
where Jeff’s health 
continued to be “a real 
rollercoaster”. In 1996, he 
was finally diagnosed 
with ME. 

“I did lots of research 
on the internet, came 


across ME and thought: 
‘That sounds like me’,” he 
explains. Consulting an 
expert, Jeff was told he 
did, indeed, have the 
condition. 

The news was, he 
remembers, a mixed 
blessing. “The good news 
was that I knew what I 
had, I knew what was 
wrong. The bad news was 
that there is no cure.” 

Since then, Jeff has 
suffered a series of 
relapses. One, in 2003, 
left him barely able to 
feed himself. 

His symptoms include 
chronic exhaustion, 
panic attacks, extreme 
sensitivity to light, 
blinding headaches, 
vertigo, sweats and 
shakes, memory loss, 
high blood pressure, a 
racing heart... the list 
goes on. 

Jeff can’t work. His 
social life is, he adds, very 
limited. And he has 
separated from Valerie 
(though she lives nearby 
and continues to care for 
him). 

Determined to live as 
full a life as possible, Jeff 
has to abide by a strict set 
of rules. He has to eat 
regularly, but avoid 
certain foods and drinks 
(caffeine and alcohol, for 


example, are both out). 

He has to rest as much 
as possible and never 
push himself: he even 
limits the time he spends 
with his two young 
grandchildren to a few 
minutes at any one time. 

“Underneath it all I’m 
still a very, very bad 
person,” says Jeff, with a 
wry smile. “I still have 
ambition. I still have a 
drive to achieve success 
in life, through having my 
own business and being a 
useful and valued family 
member. That’s really, 
really bad for a person 
with ME. 

“Unless they find a 
miracle cure, it’s very, 
very unlikely I will 
achieve those things. 
What you need to do is 
let go of your old life, let 
go of your old 
expectations. And that’s 
hard.” 

Despite all he’s been 
through, Jeff refuses to 
give up. “I enjoy music, 
watching films and, when 
I’m up to it, a visit from 
the family,” he says. “And 
my wife keeps me going. 
She is the one miracle in 
my life that makes it all 
worthwhile. 

“You have to count 
your blessings, don’t 


you?”

Cambridge festival 
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New chapter in 
library’s history 


ASCENDING the winding 
spiral staircase, you’re met by a 
pair of imposing marble busts 
and the unmistakable smell of 
ageing books. 

From the moment you set foot in St 
John’s Old Library, tucked away in the 
heart of the college, it’s clear the place 
is steeped in history 

“I always like opening the library to 
visitors.” says outreach worker Katie 
Birkwood, with a smile. “Whether 
they’ve come to see a specific book or 
just to look at the building, nobody 
fails to be impressed. It’s great to see 
the look on their faces.” 

Built in the 1600s, the library is 
home to some 30,000 old books, 
innumerable personal papers and 
even a collection of miscellany 
(including a tea set which belonged to 
the poet William Wordsworth). 

Normally closed to the public, the 
library will be opening this year - as 
part of Open Cambridge 2009. 
Launched last week, Open Cambridge 
is a weekend of free tours, talks and 
open events; aimed at the general 
public, it’s a rare opportunity to 
explore the libraries, art collections, 
architecture and gardens which 
usually lie hidden behind college 


To mark the launch of Open Cambridge 2009 - a chance for 
people to peek behind the scenes at the university - Alice Ryan 
takes a tour of St John’s College Old Library, home to medieval 
manuscripts, modern letters and a famous tea set... 


walls. 

“For me, the best thing about Open 
Cambridge is the ‘open’ bit,” says 
Katie. “I think it’s brilliant to be able to 
open up some of these beautiful and 
interesting places - places that people 
don’t normally get to see. 

“The university libraries are, in 
particular, fascinating: whether they’re 
home to 30,000 books, like ours, or 
they’ve just got a small collection of 
particular interest, they are wonderful 
places to visit.” 

Katie is currently Hoyle Project 
Associate at St John’s Old Library, a 
post funded by a Heritage Lottery 
grant. As well as doing outreach work, 
she is in charge of cataloguing the 
personal papers of astrophysicist Fred 
Hoyle: a graduate of St John’s, he is 
perhaps best-known for coining the 
phrase “Big Bang”. 

“One of my favourite things in the 
library is actually one of Hoyle’s 
letters,” adds Katie. “We have his 


telescope here, a present to him when 
he was a boy. 

“He went to London with his 
mother to buy it and wrote a letter 
back to his father: in that letter he 
describes his first observations 
through the telescope - and draws a 
little picture of Saturn. The whole 
letter is just so full of boyish 
enthusiasm and excitement.” 

St John’s College was, Katie explains, 
founded in the early J500s. The Old 
Library was, she continues, not built 
until the early J600s: the college had 
an earlier library, abandoned after a 
particularly generous - and sizeable - 
donation of books. 

Funded by a rich bishop, whose 
arms still hang on the library wall, the 
replacement building took five years 
to complete; each and every set of 
bookshelves was hand carved from 
oak. 

As part of Open Cambridge, which 
takes place in September, Katie will be 



giving visitors a guided tour of the 
library. As well as telling them a bit 
about the history of the place, she will 
show them some of the library’s most 
famous books, including an Irish 
psalter which dates from around the 
year J,000. 

That, adds Katie, is the oldest book 
in the collection: akin to the legendary 
Book of Kells, it contains more than 
J00 psalms - and numerous 
illustrations of their supposed author, 
David (of David and Goliath fame). 

Leading the way to a display 
cabinet, Katie points out the biggest 
volume in the collection: avast tome, 
it’s a Spanish antiphonal from the J5th 
century. The smallest book, hidden 
under a velvet cloth, is a J9th century 
almanac barely an inch long. 

As well as a collection of highly 
coloured medieval manuscripts, there 
is an impressive selection of early 
printed matter, including 350 
incanabula, books printed in or before 
J500. The earliest printed work in the 
library is a book of Cicero, dating from 
J466. 

Pulling a large leather-bound 
volume from the shelf, Katie explains 
that, contrary to popular belief, you 
don’t need to wear white gloves to 
handle old books. “If you wear gloves

you’re actually more likely to damage 
them, because your sense of feeling 
isn’t so good,” she says. 

Opening the book - a medical text, 
circa J550 - she reveals some 
gruesome illustrations, pen and ink 
drawings of a human dissection. “If 
people like a bit of blood and guts, 
we’ve got that too,” she laughs. 

■ Katie will be leading four tours of St 
John’s College Old Library as part of 
Open Cambridge 2009, which takes 
place from September J J to J3. Places 
on the tours are free but must be 
booked in advance. See 
www.cam.ac. uk/opencambridge for 
details.

Funky, bluesy tunes 
from forever Young

GIVEN that many people can’t 
mention TV talent shows 
without sneering, you’d think 
that Pop Idol winner Will Young 
might try to sweep his origins 
under the carpet. But no. 

Not only is the singer-songwriter 
“extremely proud, and always will be” 
of his very public breakthrough, but 
Young admits he’s a massive fan of 
reality shows. 

“I’m obsessed with them all. I love 
them!” he grins. “And I weep at all of 
them too -1 completely buy into the 
whole thing. I’m terrible - I’m the 
person who buys the wine that’s at the 
end of the aisle, even though it’s more 
expensive, because I think it’s on offer. 
I’m a complete sucker.” 

Sucker or not, Young has enjoyed a 
seriously successful career since 
pipping Gareth Gates to the Pop Idol 
post back in 2002. Thanks to his 
ability to please discerning audiences 
without alienating the screaming 
teens, the Berkshire boy has become 
one of the UK’s best-loved solo 
artists, with 11 topi 0 hits including 
Leave Right Now, Light My Fire and All 
Time Love under his belt. He’s also 
achieved sales of a whopping eight 
million, 10 Brit Award nominations 
(two of which he’s won) and a string 
of other accolades, from Ivor Novello 
awards to the slightly less high-brow 
Rear of the Year gong in 2005. But 
hopefully it’ll be Young’s front that the 
audience will be concentrating on 
when he performs at Audley End on 
Saturday. 

“It’ll be great fun. I haven’t done a 
house for a long time - I’ve been 
doing more festivals. But life’s all 
about variety, so it’ll be great to go 
from Glastonbury one minute to a nice 
smart house the next,” he says. 

Judging by the comments section 
on his website, fans will be coming 
from all corners of Britain for the 
concert (even one from Scotland, who 
says he’s very much looking forward 
to seeing Young at “Audbury House”). 
So does he often see the same faces 
in the crowd? 

“Oh God yes, some people have 
been coming for years,” he says, but 
insists it doesn’t unsettle him: “No, it’s 
actually quite nice. I was probably 


freaked out to begin with, but now I’m 
like ‘Oh, hello! How are you?’ It’s 
brilliant because they’re so 
enthusiastic, and there’s nothing 
wrong with a bit of enthusiasm. 
Nothing at all.” 

Enthusiasm is something Young 
has by the bucket-load, which makes 
it all the more surprising that he didn’t 
always have stardom in his sights. In 
fact, on leaving school he went to 
Exeter University to study politics, but 
quickly decided that a career as a 
politician wasn’t for him. 

“No, because I’m really stupid! 
People think I’m really clever because 
I’m quite well-spoken and I did 
politics, but actually I’m not,” he 
laughs. Instead, he plumped for 
performing arts college in London in 
2001, and the rest, as they say, is 
history. 

So what can we expect from Mr 
Young at Audley End? 

“We’re going to be doing an upbeat 
set, and I’m really, really pleased with 
it. Last summer my set was quite 
mellow, almost ‘bluesy, souly pop’, 
whereas this one is a bit more funky - 


‘funky bluesy pop’, I suppose.” 

Will turned 30 in January and, he 
says, he’s absolutely loving it: 
“Basically if there’s any excuse to 
have a party, I just go ‘No this is my 
13th’. People say ‘but you’ve had 10 
13ths’, and I say ‘Well I’ll have another 
one’. Why not? It’s brilliant. 

“I don’t really like looking older, but I 
love getting older. I’m getting more and 
more confident and content, and I 
think that comes across in my 
performances.” 

And although he’s currently back in 
the studio working on album number 
five, Young admits that he’s happier on 
stage than anywhere else. 

“You just get brilliant audiences and 
a great reaction to things, and that’s 
something you don’t get when you’re 
in the studio. 

“That excitement, the vibe off 
people, is infectious,” he sighs. “I just 
love what I do so much.”

Take action to ki 
off slugs and snails 


THIS recent weird weather 
- with intense heat followed 
by torrential downpours - 
has brought out slugs and 
snails in their droves. 

The pests have been attacking 
annuals, lettuces and other crops 
before many of us have had time 
to enjoy them. 

Of course, the damage inflicted 
by slugs and snails is usually at its 
worst in late spring when young 
plants are vulnerable, but even at 
this time of year they can munch 
through leaves and decimate 
established plants. 

So, take action before it’s too 
late. 

Here are 14 tips to help control 
slugs and snails, particularly after 
heavy downpours. 

■ Place rings of sharp grit around 
your plants, which will damage 
their underbellies and deter them. 
Some people use shallow frames 
of chicken wire with the sharp end 
just sticking out of the ground, 
which does the same job. 

■ Use broken eggshells for the 
same technique, but mix them 
with dry bran, which absorbs the 
moisture slugs and snails need for 
mobility. 

■ Make traps from plastic 
containers, sinking them into the 
soil near susceptible plants with 
the rim 2.5cm above the surface, 
and fill them with beer. Empty and 
refill regularly. 

■ Go on a slug patrol at night with 
a torch, a bucket of salted water 
and gloves, and pick off all those 
you see. Check plants while the 
pests are feeding and drop them in 
the salty water. Once they are 
dead, drain the water and empty

them onto the compost heap. 

■ Keep your garden free of hiding 
places. So clear away piles of 
leaves or other rotting vegetation. 

■ Try to encourage natural pred¬ 
ators to keep the slug and snail 
population down. Frogs and toad 
feed on slugs, while some birds 
such as thrushes gorge on snails. 

■ Hoe regularly from the start of 
the growing season. Slug and snail 
eggs are small and white, usually 
appearing in clusters. If worked to 
the surface they will die in the sun 
or be eaten by predators. 

■ Place plants you are willing to 
lose alongside crops you really 
want to save, as slugs and snails 
will usually go for the easy target. 

■ Place copper tapes around pots, 
which send out a tiny electric 
charge to deter slugs and snails 
climbing up the outside of them. 

■ If you must use slug pellets, 
protect innocent wildlife by 
placing the poison under covers 
raised a fraction at one side to 
allow the pests access. 

■ Use a biological control to 
control numbers, which is 
especially effective for killing small 
slugs that live under the soil. The 
name of the microscopic 
nematodes is Phasmarhabditis

hermaphrodita, which are watered 
onto the ground. 

■ Use slow-release fertilisers, as 
these do not produce soft growth 
—which is more attractive to 
slugs. 

■ Keep digging over the soil in 
winter and spring. Any cultivation 
of the soil will help to disturb slugs. 

■ Plant species that they don’t like, 
such as hardy cranesbill 
geraniums, hydrangea, potentilla 
andlavatera. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Hollyhock (Alcea or Althaea) 

These wonderful cottage garden 
favourites grow to around 1.8 
metres and produce tall spires of 
flowers in a variety of colours from 
July to September. In the 19th 
century, the hollyhock was almost 
wiped out by rust disease - today 
there are only a few varieties 
available, and it’s best to go for 
single colours. Good types include 
A rosea ‘Nigra’, which is a deep 
burgundy and single, while 
‘Chater’s Double Group’ is one of 
the tallest, at 1.8m to 3m, with 
peony-type flowers in pink, 
apricot, red, crimson, salmon, pale 
yellow and white. For the best 
results, plant them in a sheltered 
position in sun or partial shade in a 
moisture retentive soil. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Aubergine (Solanum melongena) 

Aubergines are an ideal addition 
to Middle Eastern dishes, in bakes 
or stuffed with cheese, and to 
make dips such as Baba Ganoush. 
They like a warm climate and high 
humidity, so are ideally grown in a 
greenhouse or on a sheltered, 
sunny patio in containers. Yellow, 
black, white, red and purple- 
fruited cultivars are available but 
for the kitchen stick to FI hybrid 
black-fruited types. 

Sow seed indoors at temper¬ 
atures of 21-30C and prick out into 
pots when the seedlings are 
around 5cm tall. Once they have 
reached the four-leaf stage (which 
will be earlier in a greenhouse), 
they can be put in their final 
position. If you decide to plant the 
aubergines outdoors, cover them 
with cloches or fleece to give them 
a good start and protect them from 
wind. However, planted outdoors 
they are unlikely to give as good a 
yield of fruit, and the fruits may be 
smaller. 

In June, stake and tie in the 
plants as needed and remove the 
main tip/growing point when 
30cm high. Feed with a high 
potash fertiliser once the third fruit 
has set (first fruit outside). 

Ensure that indoor plants do not 
dry out as aubergines suffer from 
blossom end rot, although not as 
easily as tomatoes. Mist the foliage 
regularly with tepid water to 
discourage red spider mite and to 
help flower set. 

When five or six fruits have set, 
remove any other flowers as plants 
are unlikely to be able to support 
any more fruit. 

Cut each fruit from August 
onwards when they’ve grown 
about 15cm long and the skin 
surface is still shiny. Good varieties 
include ‘Moneymaker’ and ‘Rima’.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
